3. This patent application is important to me because the underlying product 
is part of a family business in which I involve my children and upon which they depend 
for support. 

4. Throughout the prosecution and appeal of this patent application, I have 
acted diligently and relied on my counsel to inform me as to status and all of my options 
for pursuing a patent. 

5 . But, I have not been accurately informed of the status of the application 
and all of my options for pursuing it. 

6. On April 2, 2012 I hired new counsel to examine my file and inform me as 
to the status of the matter. 

7. I am informed that former counsel obtained numerous, lengthy extensions 
during prosecution of this application, of which I was unaware, and for which I paid. 

8. Significantly, I was not timely made aware of all of the options for 
pursuing the patent application or the underlying technology, including through a request 
for continued examination (RCE) or continuation-type applications.

Better understanding the current status, I now desire to file a continuation- 
in-part (CIP) application to address and overcome all former objections and rejections by 
the examiner and appeals board, and what I perceive as deficiencies in the original 
application. 

1 3 . Under these circumstances, I respectfully request that you allow me to 
"revive" my patent application to file the CIP, which I understand will be submitted with 
this request.
